He had recently arrived from 
Scotland, 

The Regina Leader announced that N. F.

November 4th. 


The Regina Leader mentions that a depart- 
mental enquiry is now being made into certain 
reports circulated in Regina against Mr. 
Peters, Dominion clerk of works there. 

The Bishop of Saskatchewan and Calgary has 
returned from England, where he succeeded in 
raising £5,000 towards the endowment of the 
Calgary diocese. The amount required is £10,- 
OVO. 

It is reported in Montreal that a movement is 
on foot to have a manifesto signed by all 
French-Canadian members of Quebec province, 
Tory and Liberal, issaed demanding justice for 
the French-Canadians of Manitoba, 

Ferdinand Allard, a blacksmith of Point 
Levis, Quebec, is said to have re-discovered the 
long lost art of making copper as hard as steel. 
This art was known when the pyramids were 
built, but has been forgotten for thousands of 
years. 

Reported that the C. P, R. will put on a line 
of fast steamers between Liverpool and Queber, 
which will land passengers in Canada in five 
days from England. The usual goverument 
subsidy will, of course, be forthcoming. This 
time the amount is $750,000 a year. 

The P. & O, steamer Bokhara was wrecked in 
a typhoon, between Hong Kong and Shanghai, 
on October 10th. The C. P. R. Empress. of 
Japan was in the company of the Bokhara, but 
was unharmed, One hundred and twenty lives 
were lost on the Bokhara, there being only 2! 
survivors, 

L. A. Hamilton, land commissioner of the (. 
P. R., Archer Baker, European traftic agent for 
the ©. P. R., J. Innis, of the Allan line, will 
meet in Ottawa shortly to coufer with the Do- 
minion government regarding immigration, 
Messrs. Baker and Innis visited Edmonton a 
few weeks ago. 

The Empress of Japan brought to Victoria 
the captains and crews of the Canadian sealers 
Sesenaite and Maria, seized by the Russians 17 
and 28 miles respectively off Copper Island. 
The men were tatati to Vladivostock by the 
Russian warship W itges, bearing the admiral of 
the fleet, and alter severe hardships there were 
sent to Nagasalki. There they found that the 
British warship Leander had left to reseue them, 
They awaited her return from Vladivostock and 
were informed by the commander that their 
seizure was illegal and would be resented. 


Abbe Dagas has a letter in Le Canadien, in 
which he refers to the French-Canadians leaving 
for the States, and says it is only a question of 
time when the annexation of the whole country 
will follow, unless something is done to check 
the exodus. ‘The remedy he Suggests is to 
divert the tide to Manitoba and the Northwest. 
If, he says, “instead of bleeding themselves to 
secure the refuse of Kurope, we ghould furnish 
families, who are leaving for the States, with 
means of settling in Manitoba, we might some- 
what repair the evil which has caused us to 
melt away during recent years.”

Ir will be well for all parties experimenting 
in the growth of fruit trees, to take measures to 
protect them this winter from rabbits, which, 
when they become numerous as they are now, 
and the snow géts deep, gnaw thejhark and kill 
the tree. .A galt barrel with the énds out would 
probably be as cheap and good a protection as 
could be procured. 


A TWENTY-SEVEN page pamphlet, containing 
the evidence of John Craig, horticulturist, be- 
fore the select committe of the House of Com- 
mons on agriculture and colonization, session 
1892, printed by order of parliament, is to hand. 
The evidence of Mr. Craig is not of a sensational 
character, but is nevertheless valnable and _ in- 
teresting. It relates to the culture of fruit 
trees and bushes, naming the best varieties and 
suggesting systems of management tending to 
success. Speaking of raspberries, Mr. Craig 
says: ‘*The amount of annual snowfall wil 
have an important etlect upon the character of 
the results ; in localities of limited snowfall and 
severe frost, winter protection of small fruits is 
now an important factor towards paying re- 
turns.” On growing onions from seed he ad- 
Vises sowing in a hot bed and transplanting, as 
a neans of getting an early start for the onion 
and saving em the attacks of the cut worms. 
To protect trees against field mice he advises to 
remove all rubbish from thérogt of the treeand 
tramp the snow firmly about the root/after each 
storm, or bank each tree up with earth to a 
height of 12 to 15 inches,
